XONG AND SOUTH CHINA. |

attention, their species a 

and their ottructivencss so great, that 
they have always nyceived their fall share 
of attention from oman, They as 
inuch the subjects of primitive as of 
modern art, and the people who " take 
an interest in birds * form probably a 
majority among’ the lovers of wild nature. 

On the Birds of China generally, there 
are several authorities, books: “by the 
British naturalixt Swinhoe and the 
French’ author David, being perhaps the 
mort important, Tho latter, ‘entitled 
‘Ten Oiseaux de la Chine," published in 
Boris ii» 1877 is a magnificent work in 
two volumes, ona of letter-press, the 
other plates. But the birds of the China 
Count carly ‘attracted the atteaticn of 
European travellers, vome representative 
types: being described by Buffon as long 
nga as 1770., 

‘Me, J.C. Kershaw, FZ.S.. published 
“List” of birds of the .Quang-tung 
_feoust in ‘The This‘ for April 1004. 
This gives alist of about 170 birds, 
observed mostly st Maeno. The identi- 
Gentions wore made by Mr. F. W. Styan 
of the British Museum, These notes ure 
of considerable ‘value, 
thot it may be possible to republish them, 
Micnation ov Bruns. 

This is n subject of deep interest, which + 
haa been muvh studied of revert years. | 
The following fnets may be considered as + 
beyond dispute.
